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“Balance of Power” in 
Georgia Politics Is 
Threatened by “Resig- 
nations” of Officials. 


BY PAUL STEVENSON. 
After wielding a powerful influence 
in Georgia political matters for nearly 


a decade as-a “balance of ,power.” 
the state department of agriculture is 
now a house divided against itself 
with a schism existing which poli- 
ticians from all parts of the state 
Thursday declared would be far- 
reaching in its effect and which would 
bring about in the next few weeks a 
complete realignment of political 
forces throughout the state. 

After L. B. Jackson, chief of the 
bureau of markets and “Fred _ T. 
Bridges, assistant commissioner of 
agriculture, had stated Wednesday 
they would not accede to the demand 
of J. J. Brown, that they resign, both 
changed their minds Thursday and an- 
nounced that they would retire. In a 
joint statement the two officials de- 
clared that they would leave the office 
of the commissioner, not because they 
had resigned, but because they had 
“been fired.” 

The rupture between Commissioner 
Brown on the one hand and two of 
his best-known lieutenants on the 
other came Wednesday just befcre 
noon when J. H. Mills, head of the 
union and also an 
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employee of the agricultural depart- 
ment, annovnced his candidacy for 
commissioner against Brown. 

When Mr. Jackson informed Mr. 
Brown he would support Mills, the 
commissioner demanded his resigna- 
tion, according to statements made 
hy both. At that time Mr. Jackson 
refused to tender his resignation. 
Commissioner Brown then was in- 
formed by Mr. Bridges that he, too. 
would support Mills, whereupon 
Brown called for his resignation. At 
the time Bridges refused, but Thurs- 
day joined with Jackson in retiring 
and both issued this joint statement: 

Say They Were Fired. 


“We have not resigned. The com- 


missioner of agriculture has demanded 
our resignation and we consider this 
demand tantamount to our discharge 
from the service. We accept it as 
such, e have not resigned. We 
have been fired.” .That was their at- 
titude. 

Commissioner Brown, when inform- 
ed of this statement, declared that he 
would accept any resignation § this 
pair of officials handed him and 
would name their successors in a few 
days. ) 

“In a few days I shall make a full 
statement of my position im this af- 
fair,” Commissioner Brown said 
Thursday. “I have been brutally be- 
trayed in my own department by men 
I trusted implicitly and that is all 
I have to say now. I am receiving 
messages from all parts of the state 
from leading people pledging me their 
support in this fight which, I will 
wage to the bitter end.”

ACTION OF COMMITTEE 
SURPRISED WASHINGTON. 


Washington, June 24.—(4)—Sur- 
prise and speculation in official 
circles here followed the action at 
Geneva today of a majority of the 
naval subcommittee of the prelimi- 
nary arms conference ia voting down, 
under Italian and French _ leader- 
ship, the American proposal to effect 
naval limitation agreements on the 
basis of total tonnage by classes of 
ships, 

No formal statements were issued 
from either the state or navy de- 
partments, but it was emphasized that 
the limitation of tonnage by classes 
of ships was the essential feature of 
the agreements of the Washington na- 
val limitation treaty, to which Italy 
and France are parties. It was re- 
called also that so far as the public 
discussion during the Washington con- 
ference was concerned, the experts 
of those two powers found no fault 
with that method of establishing rela- 
tive naval values. 

The Washington treaty fixes total 
tonnage limitations for capital ships 
and airplane carriers alone and it is 
in the tonnage allowances for each of 
the five powers in these two classes 
that the ‘“five-five-three” ratio of 
strength as between Great Britain, 
the United States and Japan ulti- 
mately will be reached as the capital 
ship replacement program contained 
in the treaty takes effect. 


No Other Limitation. 


There is no limitation of any kind 
upon other classes of ships in the 
Washington treaty except that ves- 
sels other than capital ships may not 
carry guns of greater than eight-inch 
caliber and that auxiliary ships may 
not exceed 10, tons. 

The view of officials here of the 
Geneva action was that it grew out of 
the old and troublesome question of 
submarines, which long threatened to 
balk any agreements at the Washing- 
ton conference. Doubt was ex- 
pressed that material progress toward 
actual reduction of sea armaments 
would result from the Geneva confer- 
ence if the majority of experts adhere 
to the principle that the only tonnage 
limitation possible is a total tonnage 
to be allowed each country, regardless 
of the types of ships it may choose to 
build to maintain that tonnage.

It is planned to have the house be- 
gin consideration of the bill tomorrow 
and at the outset it is expected no 
effort will be made to limit debate. 

Of the bill's total, $9,299,000 wo 
go to meet deficiencies incurred befote 
the close of the fiscal year June 30 
and to supplement appropriations al- 
ready made for the next fiscal year.

BEER FLOODS U. 8. 
ASSERTS ANDREWS 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 
Washington, June 24.—Although 
the government is spending $28,000,- 
000 a year on prohibition, the amount 


of high-powered beer going into the 
illicit market probably runs into the 
hundred millions of gallons annually. 
according to Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Andrews, in charge of 
federal enforcement. 

He revealed in recent testimony 
before the house appropriations com- 
mittee, which was made, public Thurs- 
day. a degree of illicit activity and 
corruption that caused astonishment 
even in face of the disclosures during 
the recent senate prohibition investi- 
gation, but insisted that with proper 
authority he could make enforcement 
almost complete in six months. 

Comparison of this annual cost of 
$28,500,000 with the 
which Wayne B. Wheeler says was 
spent to get prohibition, leads some 
wets to feel that it is not the first 
cost of prohibition but the upkeep 
that demands attention. 

Andrews went before the house 
committee for $2,600,000 additional 
funds and committee members took 
occasion to question him regarding 
enforcement conditions. He told them 
that at least 80,000,000 gallons of 
illicit whisky is being made out of 
diverted industrial aleohol every year, 
that beer is being shipped in car- 
load and truckload lots totalling prob- 
ably more than 100,000,000 gallons 
a year, that bribery and corruption 
flourish, that federal undercover 
agents seeking evidence are often 
chased away from breweries by cor- 
rupted policemen, but that in spite of 
it all, if congress will jgive him a 
little more power. he n have en- 
forcement out of the woods by 
Christmas,

“must be assisted in the first instance 
by the government as it has assited 
other ihdustries. : 

The report of the national industrial 
conference board for the period of 
1910 to 1924 was cited as “conclusive 
proof” of the existence of economic 
discrimination against the farmer. 
‘his report, he said, showed that dur- 
ing the period described there was a 

j per cent increase in farmers’ 
bankruptcies, while the amount of 
such failures ¥a other lines of business 
remained abont the same. : 

Mr. Brookhart said the causes for 
the “economic discriminiation” against 
agriculture were the high costs of 
transportation to agriculture, of credit 


ture by the Federal Reserve banking 
system, the high cost of public utility 
service ‘which goes into the cost of all 
the farmers must buy” and the high 
cost of products produced in the pro- 
tected and patented industries. “At 
the same time,” he concluded, “the 
price of farm products is fixed by the 
sale of the farmers’ surplus in. the 
competitive markets of the world.”

These figures were. closely in line 
with the previously published report 
and their failure to bring in much 
selling seemed to be taken by some 
of the local traders as suggesting a 
favorable end-June crop prospect had 
been pretty well discounted. At any 
rate, the decline was checked by cov- 
ering and the market turned firmer 
during the afternoon on apprehensions 
that the unsettled showery weather 
reported in the south would stimulate 
the spread of insects and result in 
censiderable damage from that source 
during the summer.

New Orleans, June 24.—(P)—A 
fair degree of activity characterized 
the cotton market today after some 
hesitation at the start and a decline 
of two to six points, the market turn- 
ed firm and remained on the upgrade 
practically all day.

FARM BILL MEASURE 


Continued from Page One. 


adjourned Thursday without action on 
the bill setting up a cooperative mar- 
keting division in the department 
of agriculture, to which the Haugen 
bill had been added as an amendment. 
This bill, which passed the house sevy- 


eral weeks ago, is still before the sen- 
ate, and. will form the basis for a 
new measure. 

Rejection of the Haugen bill by 
the senate was due largely to the 
failure of southern democrats to sup- 
port it in the measure expected. lif- 
teen democrats voted for the bill, and 
21 against it. It was supported by 
23 reymblicans, one farmer-labor, Ship- 
stead, of Minnesota, while 24 repub- 
licans opposed it. 


Defeat Is Climax. 


Defeat of the Haugen bill is the 
climax to a series of events which be- 
gan several months ago in a meeting 
at Des Moines, where western busi- 
ness men and bankers joined the 
farmers in demanding farm relief. 
The revolt which began there broke 
a few days later upon the capital, 
and demonstrated its strength in a 
pronounced way recently when Sena- 
tor Brookhart, of Iowa, outspoken 
farm leader, defeated the veteran Sena- 
tor Cummins. 

The movement, at first somewhat 
discredited, gained such momentum 
that it drove many regarded as conser- 
vative to its support. 

Prominent in the movement at the 
outset was former Governor Lowden, 
of Illinois, who was generally cred- 
ited with using it ag a vehicle to the 
presidency. Senator Watson, of In- 
diana, a recognized conservative, fell 
into line, and later Vice President 
Dawes, whose support created consid- 
erable surprise in view of the admin- 
istration opposition. Both he and 
Watson were placed in the class with 
Lowden as using the farm bill to 
promote potential presidential booms. 
Defeat of the bill relieves President 
Coolidge of the responsibility of veto- 
ing it. Farm block leaders claim 
that the administration will hear later 
from the rejection of the bill. 

After the Haugen bill was defeated, 
Senator Norris, Nebraska, republic- 
an, presented the measure again as 
an amendment, changing it by making 
the equalization fee apply to cotton 
and corn immediately, instead of de- 
ferring application for three years as 
under the original bill. This wags de- 
feated by a large margin, 52 to 28, 
southern senators dropping away. 
Southern democrats opposed the meas- 
ure in its original form because of the 
equalization fee on cotton, though this 
fee was deferred and would have re- 
quired an act of congress to apply it. 

“May the Lord have mercy on the 
author of this amendment!” Senator 
Heflin, of Alabama, interjected when 
Norris offered hig amendment. 

Southern cCsmocrats regarded Nor- 
ris’ move as an effort. to embarrass 


them. 
Upheld By Dawes. 


Dawes indicated his position on the 
bill in a ruling on Norris’ amendment. 
When it was offered, Senator Reed. 
Missouri, democrat, raised a point of 
order against it on the ground that 
the senate had voted once on 
the proposition, defeating an amend- 
ment by Senator Williams, Missouri, 
republican, which would: have made 
the equalization fee applicable at 
once to corn and cotton. 

Dawes upheld Norris, whereupon 
Senator Blease, South Carolina demo- 
rerat, moved to table the Norris 
amendment. This motion was de- 
feated, 47 to 45. 

Two western senators who have 
demanded farm relief, Borah, of 
Idaho, and Lenroot, of Wisconsin, 
both repsblicans, refused to support 
the measure along with southern 
democrats from agricultural states. ; 

There was considerable confusion 
on the floor as senators closed the 
debate in five-minute speeches. The 
galleries were well-filled all during 
the day. As each senator would take 
his seat after a final presentation of 
his views, there were frequent cries 
of “vote, vote.” but the talking con- 
| tinued. The vote finally came at 4 
e’clock after several amendments had 
been considered. One that was adopt- 
ed in the final flurry provided that 
$75,000,000 of the $150,000,000 
equalization fund should be applied 
to cotton. It was offered by Sena- 
tor McNary, Oregon republican and 


ifarm leader. 


The senate will have to steer clear 
of the nualization fee principle in 
seeking substitute farm legislation, 
the vote Thursday demonstrated. An 
effort will be made to agree on 2 
measure that provides some method 
for marketing surplus crops, with- 


4 out this fee, and with a loan fund for 


farmers.

TO TWO AT AUGUSTA. 

Augusta, Ga., June 24.—(P)—Two 
people are dead, and a third seriously 
injured as the result of automobile 
accidents here during the past’ 24 
hours. FE. B. Wilkins was fatally 
injured late last night when run down 
by a machine in the western part of 
the city. An unknown man died late 
this afternoon at a local hospital fol- 
lowing an accident which occurred 
a short distance from the city on the

the eucharist. 

As the sacrament passed along the 


four-mile route of the procession the / 


devout throngs dropped to their knees. 

The procession itself was perhaps 
the most stupendous of its Kind ever 
witnessed in America. Churchmen and 
laymen from every land made the sa- 
cred journey, together with representa- 
tives of virtually every Catholic order 
and society. 

Mundelein Gives Thanks. 

Cardinal Mundelein spoke his grati- 
tude for the success of the congress. 

“Now that the great eucharistic con- 
gress is over, one of the greatest re- 
ligious demonstrations in history, I 
feel that I should thank, as I do, my 
own clergy and pecple who have labor 
ed: so zealously and enthusiastically to 
render successful this triumph ef the 
Lord in this cardinal mystery of the 
Catholic faith. 

“During these days there were many 
instances of faith, loyalty and devyo- 
tion such as few of us have ever wit- 
nessed and probably will never again 
see this side of eternity. The entire 
city was benefited thereby, and the ef- 
fect will be felt in other sections of 
our land as well. 

“The visitors from foreign lands 
were most favorably impressed and 
will ray to spread in their homelands 
a more kindly opinion of our Catholic 
people and give a better name and im- 
—_— of Chicago than they had be- 
ore. 

“So kind were our non-Catholic 
neighbors and friends, so hospitable 
our fellow citizens and courteous our 
public servants, that many of them 
said they felt as much at home as if 
they were in a Catholic city in their 
own countries. 

“Irrespective of creed, or station in 
life, I believe everyone will agree 
with me that the days of the eucha- 
ristic congress were a time of much 
grace and many blessings, and that at 
this time the Lord surely again walked 
among His people.” 

The Rev. James Meany, of Sydney, 
Australia, who has been appointed 
general secretary of the twenty-ninth 
international eucharistic congress, to 
be held in Australia in 1928, issued 
this statement: 

“We cannot hope to rival Chicago in 
the wonderful dimensions of its demon- 
stration, but we can learn from a 
study of America’s intensive organi- 
zation hew to make our congress a 
success. 

“If I might be permitted a word of 
praise, it would go to the secular press 
of America.”
